jon-ridden municipality: The Board of 
Public Works, with its many depart- 
ments, is the most top-heavy of all of 
the branches of city government, with 
a salary list that includes the most no- 
torious tax eaters in the city. In the 
department an immense amount of the 
city's money is squandered on a lot of 
sand-lotters, whose only claim to po- 
sition is their ability to control votes 
in various labof organizations.

Jortallli is not con- 
sidered a good seaman, but was ¢s- 
pecially useful during the strike of the 
city front federation as a picket. It 
was the duty of pickets to see to it 
that non-union men were kept from 
work. The manner of this obetruction 
was left to the pickets, and it is said 
that Jortall’s methods were peculiarly 
effective. His work was so ben 

to the unions that it was determined 
to reward him at the e of the 
city, and as soon as the laborites got 
in control Jortall was made secretary 
of the Board of Public Works, with a 
salary of $150 a month. The fact that 
he was utterly without education made 
no difference, and the further fact that 
he was unfit for the place cut no figure 
in the appointment. He had to be paid 
for the work he had done for the city 
front federation, and the city had to 
furnish the funds. Jortall draws his 
salary with unfailing regularity, but 
his work is being done by Chester 
Keough, the stenographer of the board, 
who was made assistant secretary of 
the board with an increase of salary in 
order to hide the illiteracy of the sec- 


retary. 

It is the friendship of such a man as 
Jortall that is keeping on the pay roll 
of the city the drunken tlevator man 
Campbell, but this seems to be the 
union-labor idea of politics. This is 
but one out of d s of instances 
where the city is made to pay the po- 
litical debts of the labor leaders, and 
it is not the most flagrant, either. 

That this sort of a thing should be 
injected into municipal aft rs c not 
to be wondered at when it is remem- 
bered that it has been gving on with- 
in the unions themselves ever nee 
they started. One of the most notice- 
able recent instances of this sort is 
the case of H. M. Saunders, the sec- 
retary of the bullding trades council, 
who was recently convicted in the 
Police Court of misappropriating 
funds donated for the striking tan- 
ners. Saunders is the especial pro- 
tene of P. H. McCarthy, president of 
the Bullding Trades Council, and dur- 
} ing the trial McCarthy used all of 
his political pull to keep Saunders 
from canviction. But the evide was 
too strong for even one of the San 
Francisco police judges to overlook, 
and the result was that Saunders was 
found guilty. One would naturally 
think that this sort of a thing would 
relegate Saunders to the rear, at least 
until the scandal had time to cool. 
but a little thing like a crime is not 
considered as a bar to the good stand 
ing of a labor union man. ost 
immediately after his conviction as a 
thief. Saunders was sent as a dele- 
gate to the carpenters’ council. There 
are some carpenters who do not like 
this sort of a thing. and they made 
no bones of denouncing Saunders and 
the men who sent him as a delegate. 
When Saunders presented his creden- 
tlals from Carpenters’ Union No. 22 
to the district council of carpenters, 
the following resolution was imme- 
diately presented and adopted: 

“Whereas, A short time since one 
H. M. Saunders was found guilty in 
the courts of this city of a criminal 
offense; and, * 

“Whereas, Sad H. Saunders is a 
member of sister union No. 22, and 
was elected delegate to the district 
council of our brotherbeod by said 
union: now, therefore. be it 

“Resolved, That this union respect- 
fully, earnestly, and yig»rously pro- 
tests, and requests sister union No. 
22 to withdraw said H. M. Saunders 
as a delegate to the district council.” 

It must not be understood, however, 
that thie sort of denunciation wil’ in 
any manner affect the sood standing 
of Saunders in the fold of unionism. 


Tt is enid that while MeCurthy enters 


a denial of relationship with Saun- 
ders. he finds tim goo useful to permit 
a crime that has been discovered to 
come bé*ween him and his usefulness. 
A similar instance appears in the 
bakers" unions, whefein one John 
Schudel is accused in circu'ar letters 
addreseed to other unions, of having 
used the union for his own profit. 
The bakers denounce Schudel in strong 
terms, and call upon other organiza- 
tions to vote against the continuance 
of him as editor of the trades paper. 
The complaint was unheeded. aa it 
seems that Schudel has too strong a 
pull for his enemies and holds his po- 
tion notwithstanding the charges. 
One of the strange thines of union 


politics is the present ttt: of the 
teamsters union toward ichael 
Casey, the presid@rt of the union. 


The men denounce Casey at every op- 
portunity in private. but when it 
comes to the election, he cera bie old 
porition becatlee the members are 
afraid to vote against him. He is er- 
officio delewate to the labor council. 
and when he gets up to a tres thet 
body, he ereeted with catcali« 
and hisees. Thie condition ho« been 
brought about bv the ction of Caeer 
in joining bende politically with Me- 
Carthy. McCarthy was one of the 
factors that worked against the tem- 
ters during their strike. He formed 
an new unſon of teameters. and allied 
it with the building trades council 
Thie action was resented by the 
brotherhood of teamsters and by the 
labor council, and the hatred of M 
Carthy has not ecoled. Casey. haw- 
ever. In the exigencies of politica 
found it necessory to toin hands with 
the enemy of his union ‘in order ta 
fight the aspirations of Schmitz. It 
was evident that Casev thoucht Me- 
Carthy a more valuable ally thon 
either his union or the labor counet!. 
and now there is bitter feeling tha 
may cost Casev hi« »olitical tob and 
Also his standing in the union. The 
antagoniam between MeCerthvy 
the labor council is of long standire¢.

HIO WOMAN CLAIMS 
O'NEAL AS HUSBAND.

HE SAYS THEY ARE DIVORCED, SHE 
DECLARES NOT. 


Prisoner from Indian Territery 
Charged With Embezsiement Waxes 
Wroth and Declares it “Makes Him 
Feel Like Killing Somebody.” 


If the life story of Ray A. O'Neal, 
who for a time was suspected of hav- 
ing been connected with the murder 
of George Mills, but who was far 
away at the time, were known, it 
would doubtless making interesting 
reading. There ig one chapter of it 
which O'Neal would tike to have for- 
gotten, for the mention of it makes 
him express a desire to “kill some- 
body.” 

Accordivg to a letter received by The 
Times from Dayton, O., O'Neal's law- 
ful wife and their son reside in that 
city. The Woman signs herself Mrs. 
Ray A. O'Neal. and in her letter says: 

“I feel it my duty as a wife and 
mother to inform The Times that the 
woman representing herrelf as the wie 
of Ray A. O'Neal is not, and could 
not be his wife, for we are not d- 
voreed. I am his legal wife and 
the mother of his child, Eariston, the 
little boy whont they stole from me 
last winter. I gained possession of 
him after Rays arrest in McAlester. 
through the aid of the lice. I can 
give you full details the case if 
you desire it.“ 

The letter from which the foregoing 
is a quotation was shown to O'Neal 
at the County Jail, where he is a 
prisoner awaltipg trial on two charges 
of embezzlement. > 

The effect of the letter upon him was 
surprising considering the statement 
which he made a few minutes later 
concerning it. When he had read it 
he bern me very much excited and al- 
thor. «* e made a visible effort to con- 
trol bi: agitation it could be 
seen that the letter was rot to his 
liking. With an osth he stated that 
it made him feel like killing somebody, 
the inference being that the writer 
of the letter was the object of his 
wrath. 

A moment later he cooled down, and 
when asked what he had to say about 
the matter admitted that he had been 
the husband of the woman who wrote 
the letter. He stated that they were 
divorced a number of years ago, and 
that she has no claim upon him. As 
to the child, he said, there was no or- 
der issued by the court as to which 
parent should have the custedy. He 
declares the woman has meade lif a 
burden for him and has hounded him 
continually. 

Mrs. Ray A. O'Neal No. 2. who ac- 
companied O'Neal Fast and after his 
arrest in Indian Territory returned

What is the true test of naval eff 
etency? The naval battles of Manila 
Bay and Santiago answered this ques- 
tion in a manner that left little room 
for further argument. The remark- 

die results of those two memorable 
engagements demonstrated to the sat- 
Ssfaction of naval experts that the true 
feet of naval effectiveness lies in the 
e@ccuracy and the rapidity of gun- 
Wire. These factors gave the victory to 
Our Vessels at Manila, and again at 
Santiago. They made the vietory an

In those and other navies of the 
‘world. It is, indeed, asserted by those 
who are in a position to know, that the 
greatest progress in naval! development 
lduring the past year has been in gun- 
‘practice. The 1 Ming cause of this 
progress was the terrible execution 
Gone by the American gunners at 
Manila and Santiago. In the future, 
the navies of the world are to be 
manned by men who can shoot. 

In this connection, an invention by 
Capt. Scott, of the ‘inglish navy, 
ite of particular interest. It is called 
‘m “dotter,” and consists of a small 
paper target, drawn to scale, which is 
‘caused to move in front of a gun with 
a combined horizontal and vertical mo- 
tion. The gunner endeavors to train 
jthe gun so as to keep the cross wires 
ot his telescope on the target while 
‘the latter is in motion. An electrical 
leonnection is employed, which causes 

pencil to make a dot on the target 

Whenever the cross wires are in the 


‘| Position. Each dot represents an 


tremendous advantages of accu-' 


actual shot on an actual target at a 
thousand yards. This arrangement 
accustoms the gunners to the training 
of the guns under the unfavorable con- 
ditions encountered by a ship at sea. 
Some remarkable results are reported 
from this practice. Unskilled men were 
taught, after a comparatively short 
time spent in practice, to fire the 
heavy guns with wonderful precision. 
It is stated, as an example of the em- 
clency of Capt®Scott'’s invention, that 
“a six-inch gun on the Crescent made 
105 hits out of 139, at a target about 
1500 yards distant, the average of hits 
per gun per minute being 4.37. The 9.2 
gun made nine hits out of ten at a 
range of from 1400 to 2000 yards. On 
board the Terrible, one of the 9.2 guns 
fired tWelve rounds in six minutes, and 
hit the target nine times, which is 15 
hits per minute.“ ‘ 

It is clear from the foregoing that the 
nuval battles of the future will be no 
child's play. That they will be “short, 
sharp and decisive.” no one can doubt. 
That they will be bloody, is equally ap- 
parent. The advantage will rest 
largely with the ships that are able to 
get into action with the most prompt- 
ness, and with those which have guns 
of the longest range. This is the pres- 
ent outlook. But perhaps, before the 
next great naval battle is fought, some 
new invention will change the whole 
situation and set at naught all pres- 
ent predictions. In the arts of war, 
as well as in the arts of peace, the 
wor'! moves. 


HE BUSINESS IDEAL. 


Andrew Carneg'e has an article in 
a recent issue of The World's Work 
magazine on the subject of the rein- 
tions between employer and cmployed, 
in the course of which he says: 

“Il never see a fishing fleet set al 
without pleasure, thinking this is 
based upon the form which is prob- 
ably to prevail generally. Not a man 
in the boats is paid fixed wiges. 
gets his share of the

ists. my experience, I should 

say a crew of employés vse. a 

of partners would not be in the race. 
“The great secret of success in busi- 

ness of all kinds, and especially in 


distribution the better. There 
latent unsuspected powers 
men around us which only need ap- 


duce surprising ults. Money re- 
wards alone will not, however, insure 
these, for to the most sensitive and 
ambitious natures there must be the 
note of sympathy, appreciation, 
friendship. Genius is sensitive in an 
its forms, and it is unusual, not ord- 
nary, ability, that tells even in prac- 
tical affairs. You must capture and 
keep the heart of the original and 
supremely able man before his brain 
can do its best.” 

There is no doubt that the modern 
system of consolidation, by which 
enormous aggregations of capital are 
brought under a single management, 
has had a strong influence in causing 
employers and employés to drift far- 
ther and farther apart. Under 
old system, the employer knew 
of his employés personally, and felt 
a personal interest in tleir welfare. 
There was necessarily, in this rela- 
tion, a community. of interest and of 
sympathy which is impossible under 
the conditions which generally pre- 
vail today, when the majority of in- 
dustrial enterprises are in the hands 
of great corporations, which not only 
have no individual acquaintance with 
the workmen, but which must neces- 
sarily, to some extent, regard the men 
whom they employ as human ma- 
chines, capable of turning out so much 
work in the course of the ordinary 
working day, and thus contributing a 
certain definite amount to the agere- 
gate output. Many of the strikes 
which interfere so seriously with the 
progress of industry are due in part, 
beyond question, to the changed con- 
ditions which have taken employer and 
employé farther and farther apart. 
Whether the profit-sharing scheme 
suggested by Mr. Carnegie contains the 
germ of a solution of the industrial 
problem is a debatable question. In 
one form or another it has been tried 
in various industries, and if memory 
serves us correctly. it has generally 
been found wanting. But no plan 
should be condemned without the 
most thorough possible trial. It is en- 
couraging to think that out of the 
present industrially chaotic conditions 
will come order and a satisfactory so- 
tution of all the problems which are 
now so vexing. 

One thing may be put down as cer- 
tain, past all controversy, and that 
is that there can be no industrial 
peace and harmony so long as a cer- 
tain class of employés assume the 
right to dictate the management cf 
the business of their employer, to ray 
who shall and who shell not be em- 
ployed, to impose upon him unjust and 
preposterous shop restrictions, and in 
other ways, too numerous to mention, 
to hamper him in the rational and 
free management of his business. Co- 
operation may be the key to the suc- 
cessful industrialiem of the future, 
but there is a wide gulf of unsolved 
problems and unadjusted relations to 
cross before it can become a practi- 
cal reality.

NAIL. ROAD FRANCHISES. 

The total assessment of the — 
railroad franchises in the county, 
fixed by the County Assessor i« about 
$2,868,195. and the Assessor states that 
the same franchises would easily be 
covered by the $890,000, leaving a new 
aseersment of about $2,000,000. Every 
railroad whose franch'se was assessed, 
and particularly the Southern Pacific. 
either contends that the assessor has no 
right to assess franchises, or that bis 
figures on these are abnormally ‘high. 
This is one question that ts bound fo 
cause a great amount of wrangling be- 
fore it is settled, for franchises of eny 
kind are difficult to estimate the value 
of, depending as they do on so many 
things. The Southern Pacific road 
maintains very stoutiv that the as- 
sersor has no right to tax its franchises 
because the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion will attend to that matter. The 


contention is made by all of the rall-|. 


roads that in many cases they have no 
franchises, for their track ‘is on «a 
private right of way, and 4 ‘franchise 
is not necessary. 

Deputy District Attorney James up- 
holds the assessor's right to tax fran- 
chlse of all kinds and states that no 
matter if the roads are on a private 
right of way, where a franchise is not 


supposed to be neee „ & fran- 
chise is presupposed to in force and 
effect. The charter that gives the 


roads a right to cross public highways, 
is a franchise in the strict construction 
of the law, he asserts, and is held to 
be a franchise for the purpose of tas 
ation. If this opinion is correct it set- 
thes the right of the assessor to tax 
franchises and the question then nar- 
rows down to what is the value of those 
franchises. The assessor says they are 
worth so much to the railroad officials 
and they say they are not. and on this 
point the Board of Equalization is ex- 
pected to divide. 

Several of the railroads maintain that 
the net earnings of the road should be 
the basis on which to estimate the 
value of the franchise, but the aseessor 
declares this position is untenable, for 
if such was the case, every road could 
put itself into a position during the 
assessor's visit so as to show that it 
was operated at a loss. 

In order to strengthen his position on 
hia f-anchise assessment, Ur. Ward 
quotes a late court decision which 
states that for the purpose of taxation, 
the value of the bonded in- 
debtedness of a corporation may be 
added to its capital and the value of its 
tangible property deducted in order to 
find the value of the franchise, presum- 
ing of course that the road in question

WHO STEALS 
THE LUMBER? 


— 
Tens of Thousands of Feet 
is Hauied A 
— 
Mysterious Individual or Gang 
Makes Greai Inwoads. 
— Ʒ— 
Enough Material Taken in Early 
Mornug Raids to Build 
Several Houses. 


Who is the mysterious lumber thie: ? 

To solve this conundrum the police 
are bending all tneir energies, and 
patroimen have been ordered to exert 
their utmost vigilance. 

Within the last three weeks tens of 
thousands of feet of lumber have been 
hauled away from houses under process 
of construction, especially in the Har- 
per tract and the community west of 
Hoover street between Washington and 
Jefferson streets, and in the neighbor- 
hood east of Main street and south 
of Washington street, where many 
new houses are being put up. 

Within the time mentioned complaints 
so numerous’ have been pouring in to 
the police that it was concluded that 
one busy person or gang is responsible 
for the thefts. It is a very ordinary 
matter for a builder to report the die- 
appearance of a few hundred feet of 
lumber, brick, mortar, and buliding 
material,~ but the extent of the on- 
siaughts on piles of lumber has reached 
such proportions that it has become 
apparent the police have an unusual 
* with whom to deal. 

e only clue to the perpetrator 
gained thus far te that he is a man 
who drives a team of horses. This 
much was learned from seeing the 
tracks. leading away from a pile of 
lumber after the midnight raid. A 
vague description has been secured of 
the man, but it is said that he would 
not be recognized through the know!l- 
edge that any one has of his appear- 
ance. The only hope of the police is to 
find him carting away a load. 

Three weeks ago several thousand 
feet of lumber were taken from a lot 
in the Harper tract on which a house 
was being built. This marked the en- 
try of the thief into the loca! criminal 
field. Nearly every night since that 
time there has been a repetition of the 
first t The man must have found 
it easy to get his lumber for noth- 
ing; instead of dipping in lightly, he 
would take whole loads of the very 
choicest building material, which in- 
cluded boards, shingles, laths. 

even window casements and doors. 
The morning after the disappearance 
of the lumber the police would be 
notified, and that night would have 
an officer on hand to watch for the 
team of horses and their driver.

An American Fort on Canadian Soil. 


Some queer blunders have been made 
at times even by the most careful of 
men, not excepting the engineers at- 
tached to the army of the United 
States.

the government at Washington once 
began to build a fort on British soil.
